DUBLIN, Jan. 1C.—Eamonn DeVa- 


lera, "former president of the Irish 
Republic," refused to accept the Anglo- 
Irish peace treaty because he believed 
that it Is not a stepping stone but a 
barrier to complete Independence for 
Ireland. 


DeValera made this statement today 


In the first authorized Interview he 
has given out since the opening of 
the Irish .peace negotiations. 


The correspondent opened up the 


Interview with a question which is be- 
ing asked by many thruout Ireland, 
namely—why he refused to accept the 
Anglo-Irish treaty. DeValera paced 
up and down for several minutes, with 
his hands behind his back, then he 
snapped out this reply: 


"Because it is not a stepping stone, 


but a barrier in the way of complete 
independence. If this treaty be com- 
pleted and the Irish act resulting from 
It is accepted by Ireland, it certainly 
will be maintained that

$200.000,000 when rated at prices on 
the farm according to C. J. West. Ag- 
ricultural Statistician. The preceding 
year the farm crop value was esti- 
mated at $344.000.000 and in 1919 tho 
total value was $527,000,000. 
There 


were some variations in the size of 
tho crop m the three years but the 
drop of more than 60 per cent for the 
1921 value as compared with that of 
two years ago is mainly due to the fall 
In prices. These figures do not 
in- 


clude live stock sold from the farm; 
and refer only to products raised by I 
farmers. In view of this tremendous 
drop in values it is not strange that 
flic Ohio tanners along with the 
farmers of every other state have coas j 
ed buying. Some industries havo been ' 
ablo to meet the depressing conditions i 
Cy stopping production and hence cut- 
ting off expenses but the farmer has j 
found his expenses continuing under i 
some reduction.

University find' almost a half of 1565 
country children more or less under- 
weight, an I a third of them 10 per 
cent, are dangerously below the mark 


This finding, they state, adds to evi- 


dence, rapidly accumulating, that mal- 
nutrition prevails among children of 
tho open country to an equal, and 
perhaps greater, extent than among 
the childrefi of American cities. Nu- 
trition wortcers the country over re- 
port from one-fifth 
to one-third of 


American school children, in country 
and city alike, dangerously below the 
average expected weight for their age, 
height, and sex. 


City schools, generally, have recog- 


nized this condition, and are combat- 
Ing it by regular weighing periods, by 
elementary instruction in food values, j 
and by co-operation with parents of 
children found subnormal in weight, 
alertness and vigor. In a number ot 
counties, particularly those having 
home demonstration agents, farm bu- 
reau women have organized "project 
groups" to extend such practices into 
rural schools. The county from which 
the above returns are reported is the 
second to bave passed 
the 
initial 


stage of the program. 


Following such initial weighings 


and report of results to parents, it is 
planned to Interest both children and 
parents in warm school lunches, and 
in the redirection of the home diet 
along lines providing, particularly, an 
abundance of milk and vegetables for 
the growing youngsters.

Editor The Tribune: 


The blind, deaf and devoted adher- 


ents of the two dominant parties of 
this country who can not nor will not 
BCO any signs of general dissatisfact- 
ion and disgust aiuoog the people at 
tho stupidity, incapacity and 
unwil- 


lingness of tho old party leaders to 
recognize tho true cause of economic 
disturbances at present, of course can 
see no cause for thinking that the peo- 
ple are ready for a new party to lead 
them out of the present chaos. They 
all like the man who shuts his eyes 
and eara to the signs ot tho coming 
storm and declares there will be none.
